Conditions soon became such that the 
little republic needed support to protect it 
from enemics within and without. When it 
was admitted as a portion of the United 
States the whites began to crowd in in such 
numbers that the lands of the Shawnees 
were invaded. 

They appealed to Congress. While this 
@ppeal was pending the American govern- 
ment wert to war with Mexico, and the 
Shawnees formed no inconsilerabie part of 
the army. After the war ‘‘ongress refused 
to reg@ognize the Indians’ elaim to the land, 
and opened it for settlement. The Shaw- 
neces then went north, and the 700 that re- 
main are now in and about Shawnee, Ok- 
lahoma, ‘ 

Armed with the records of the Texas re- 
public congress, a copy of the Houston deed 
of conveyance and a history of the fidelity 
of nation to the United States government 
Mesars.

was the proprietor of the American Tent 
and Awning Co. That company occupied 
all of the building numbered 314 Chestnut 
street and the three top. floors of he build- 
ing numbered 31Z Chestnut street. There are 
the two buildings wherein the fatal fire 
occured, The collapsing of the walls of 
there two tuildings caused the death of the 
seven firemen, 

Mr. Martin explained that. the building 
was stocked with awnings and awning 
frames. He said there were probably 5800 
awrings.in the lot. Many were stored for 
the. winter. 

In response to a question whether there 
ever had been g fire before in the buildings 
2i2 and 314 since he oceupled them, Mr. 
Martin sald there had been a fire in May. 

it, He said the buildings were seriously 
damaged by this fire, and that his loss was 
$19,000 $ 
Who owned t Nadine then, the witness 
said, employed a contractor named Whar- 
ton to repair them. 

Witness said he had an additional row of 
girders put in the building numbered 314 to 
make it more solid. Asked the direct ques- 
tion whether he thought the building as 
well able to withstand a fire after it was 
repaired, Mr. Martin replied: 

“Il think it was better able to do so.’’ 


WAS 75 YEARS OLD. 
Witness said the rear portion of the 
buildings was 75 or 100 years old. He said 


the Mel.ean famil® had built a new- por- 
tion in front of th@old structure. 

Night Watchman Daniel Dunbar testified 
that he discovered the fire. 

Charles O. A. Brunk, deputy building 
commissioner, who resides at 2800 Benton 
street, said the deaths of the firemen were 
ceused by falling floors. 

He offered the opinion that the caving 
in of the roof caused the floors to fall 
and that the water poured into the build- 
ing caused the roof to fall. 

‘“T think the weight of the water added 
‘o the load already in the building made it 
too heavy for the walls and floors” said 
the witness. 

The witness was not able to furnish any 
very definite information regarding the 
condition of the buildings prior to the fire. 
He said the side walls were 13 inches thick 
for three stories. Asked to repeat his the- 
ory as to the cause of thé buildings’ col- 
lapse, he said: 

“TI think the water getting into the build- 
ing caused it. The stock was of such a 
character as would absorb water and hold 
‘ts wetght. Then the building was old and 
the water getting into the walls caused 
them to crumble. /I think the roof fell in 
first, because it was partly burned.”’ 


WHAT THE LAW IS. 
Juror McKittrick asked the witness what 
the law was on the subject: of inspection 


of buildings; whether there was an ordi- 
nance providing for the periodical inspection 
of all buildings. 

Witness said his department made no 
house to house Inspection of buildings. 

‘IT suppose we could,” he added, “if we 
had help enough. The law provides for 
seven inspectors. We have only five now 
and for a long time we had but three.”’ 

Juror Gorse wanted to know if the build- 
ing inspectors had ever made an examina- 
tion of the buildings that collapsed. Wit- 
ness said he didn’t know of any inspection 
of his own knowledge. 

Building Commissioner Longfellow was 
placed on the stand and asked his opinion 
as to the cause of the collapse. 

“There is no doubt that the building was 
overloaded,’’ he said. “‘Why do I think so” 
Because of its complete collapse.’’ 

He said the records of his office showed 
that a permit was issued June 10, 1899. for 
tne repairing of the bulidings, 312 and 314 
Ohestnut street. He said the permit was 
issued- by his predecessor, J. Hlarty Ran- 
dall, after the application for the permit 
had been approved by the“then chief in- 
epector, John H. Randall. 

Regarding the system of inspecting build- 
ings in vogue in his office, Mr. Longfellow 
said: ‘‘We have no system of periedical in- 
spection of all buildings. There is no iaw 
compelling such inspection. If there were, 
we could not comply with it with our pres- 
ent force. If a part of the burned building 
was 100 years old I don't know it. 

I have no systematic means of securing 
such information. There may be other 
downtown buildings 100 years old.” 


QUESTIONED BY GRANDJURY. 
At this stage of the investigation, Mr. 
ongfellow’s department was placed under 

the fire of the jury. Individual jJurymen 
plied him with questions regarding 
work of his subordinates, 

They wanted to know the character and 
amount of work each of them ; 

Mr. Wongfellow said one inspector was 
detailed to look after fire escapes. That 
inepector, he said, was Mr. Brunk, The city 
was divided into. six districts and each dis- 
trict was assigned to an inspector. The 
district in which the fire occurred, witness 
said, was in charge of Mr. Bronk. 

Witness said he had only three rea! in- 
svectors under+him and three draftsmen 
serving as inspectors. ‘They are required 
to look after the 70) new bulldings now In 
course of erection and have little time to 
look after old buildings that may be al- 
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he Gruner exppie Aid Architect Withelm,. 


Witness said that in the reconstruction of 
the building after the fire of April, 1899, 
that a large vault, three stories high, had 
been taken out. He said that the removal 
of the vault detracted from the safety of 
the building, but not enough, in the wit- 
ness’ opinion, to make it unsafe. 

Architect O. J. Wilhelmi, former owner 
of the building No. 312 Chestnut street, 
followed Mr. Longfellow on the stand. 

Mr. Wilhelmi was wuestioned about the 
condition of the buildings that collapsed. 
He gave it as his opinion that one of the 
walls of 312 were 17 inches thick. 

Supervisor of City Lighting A. J. O'’Ret!- 
ly introduced in evidence the “insurance 
maps’’ of buildings Nos. 312 and 314 Chest- 
nut street. 

They showed that the greatest thickness 
of the side walls or division walls of these 
two buildings was 13 inehes: On the fourth 
and fifth floors and a portlen-of_the. third 
the thicknéss was-only nine inches. 

He gave it as his opinion that the col- 
lapse began in the building No. 314 Chest- 
nut street just west of the center wall— 
that is, the wall dividing it from No. 312. 
He expressed the opinion that the center 
wall fell first, then the floors of 314 and 
last the floors of $12. 

Mr. O'Reilly stated that all the water 
poured into the building above the third 
floor prohably remained in the building, as 
the third floor was impervious to water. 

“It was made of deadening’ Mr. O’Reil- 
ly said. ‘‘That is, a composition floor had 
been laid beneath the regular floor. It was 
the kind of a floor that was laid many 
years ago for dancing purposes.”’ i 

Assistant Fire Chief Thomas Rucker fol- 
lowed Mr. O'Reilly. He described his trip 
to the burning building. He entered build- 
ing No. 314 and led a line of hose to the 
second floor. While there, he sald, Assistant 
Chief Thierry ordered him to take a stream 
to the top of the west building, as the fire 
had broken out there. 

Witness did not see the first collapse 
that buried two firemen. He explained 
though that it was the roof in the rear 
building, numbered 312, that co’lapsed, 
burying Kehoe and Steele, who were at 
work on the third floor, directly under- 
neath. A fireman. named Wand. witnss 
said, saw the collapse, rushed down to the 
street, notified Assistant Chief Thierry, 
who at once went to attempt a rescue.

The Central Traction ordinance, exposed as a boodla bill in 1898 
by the F'ost-Dispatch, and now being investigated by the grand- 
jury, is an excellent example of-boodle legislation. It was not 
designed, promoted or passed in the public interest. 

it was a pure swindle conceived in greed, incubated in corrup- 
tion and hatched in the interest of speculators, blackmailers, 
looters and all manner of unclean birds of prey. It was never 
designed to establish a public service by means of it. The pub- 
lic was never thought of except as possible victims by the bandits 
who bribed it through. . 

The total investment made by the promoters was $250,000, pa'd 
to councilmen, members of the House of Dele gates and other 
public servants always ready to sell the public gut. 

Wken the franchise was granted. did the wrantees begin to 
build the road, buy cars, erect powerhouses iat chiar to get 
ready to keep their side of the bargain? . 

Not a bit of it. 

They had.a-valuable privilege which they sold to another band 
of pirates for $1,250,000. They made a profit of $1,000,000 on the 
deal, and not a rail or car in sight. 

in the hands of this second group of worthies the thing became 
a sandbag with which the old street railroad companies of the 
city engaged in legitimate business and performing a public 
service were sandbagged into submission It was never intended 
to use the franchise for anything but sandbagging. It was used 
to force the stret railway companies intc a monopoly scheme. 

Thus was the public interest sacrificed to private greed. From 
beginning to end it was a game of plunder pure and simple. 

Not a man connected with this scheme of boodle and plunder 
whom the grandjury can indict should escape punishment.

In the meantime, as those whose recollec- 
tion of the recent proclamation is fresh 
are well aware, the new coinage will be 
restricted to gold and copper, and the same 
design for the King’s effigy will appear 
equally on the farthing and the sovereign. 
No arrangements have been made as yet 
as to the issue of a new silver coinage, 
and hence another royal proclamation will 
have to be published ere that matter can 


te taken in hand.

A fountain which will throw into the air 
liquid silver, instead of water, is designed 
as a World’s Fair feature by F, C. Damm 
of Guthrie, Os T., who is negotiating with 
Director of Works Taylor for the sale of 
his rights jn the project. 

Mr. Damm says that the mercury nec- 
essary for the operation of the fountain 
would cost $225,000, and that it could be 
sold after the close of the Fair for $200,000, 
estimating the depreciation of the liquid

The Street Railway Says It Has Been 
Kept From Erecting Poles by 
the B. P. I. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 7.—Judge 
Gantt of the Supreme Court at chamber 
this morning issued an alternative writ 
of mandamus against President Hiram Phil- 
lips and the other members of the Board 
of Public Improvements of St. Louis city 
directing them to enter their appearance 
before the Supreme Court in banc here on 
April 8 and give the direction and approval 
as to the manfler and mode in which poles 


may be erected along Twenty-first street, 
from Washington avenue to Chouteau ave- 
nue, and along Pine street, from Twenty- 
first street to Twelfth street.

Fortunately there were 
no women present, so the doors were locked 
and passengers went to the aid of the crew 
and doctors. Windows were broken, seats 
torn and package-brackets knocked out of 
position before, the Italians were controlled 
and vaccinated. 

The coach was thoroughly fumigated, and 
then the train proceeded on its way, ar- 
riving in St. Louis at 6:42 p. m.

SAYS POLICEMAN SHOT PIGEONS 


Mrs. Mary Waldo Calkins Declares 
She Will Prosecute All Who Maim 
Birds in St. Louis. 


Mrs. Mary Waldo Calkins called at po- 
lice headquarters Thursday and asked the 
chief of police that three of his police- 
mer. be disciplined for failing’ to enforce the 
ordinance protecting birds, and that they 
be punished for participating in the killing 
and maiming of the birds. 

Mrs. Calkins states that at John Do- 
lan’s saloon at Tamm and Manchester ave- 
nues a range has been prepared, where on 
each Saturday a pigeon shooting contest 
has been in progress for several months. 
She has endeavored to put a stop to the 
killing and maiming of pigeons, but so 
far has been unsuccessful. 

Now she states that if the practice be not 
abated, summons will be issued requiring 
those participating in the sport to appear 
as defendants in the police courts. Assfst- 
ant City Attorney Stanton has promised, 
so Mrs. Calkins stated, to issue the sum- 
monses. 

“I first went to Mr. Dolan,” said Mrs. 
Calkins, “and tried to get him to stop 
violating this ordinance. There is an ordt- 
nance protecting a!) birds in St. Loults, save 
sparrows, hawks, vultures and owls. 

“Now out at this range they take pigeons 
and place them under boxes. Then the 
birds are released and the marksmen shoot 
at them with shotguns. They are not 
killed as a rule, and they fly away wound- 
ed. Of course they do not fly far and boys 
take aftcr them and it is no uncommon 
sight to see two boys after the same pigeon. 
The youths rend the wounded bird to 
pleces. 

“I went to the police to put a stop to this 
cruelty. I found Policeman Gibbons of 
the Mounted district in charge of 
range. ‘That is, he was there to keep peo- 


get shot. I found Policemen Miller and 
McVey participating in what they called 
eport. 

“I was told by the poscomen thas they 

could do nothihg, as Dolan had a permit 
from the mayor. Il said that there was no 
law giving Mayor Wells the power to give 
persons authority to violate the law. 
“I went to see the mayor. I saw Mr. 
McConkey, his secretary. Mr. McConkey 
gave but scant comfort. Today the chief 
of police said he would investigate. 

“Meantime I will ask Mr. Stanton for 
the warrants, and will prosecute every- 
body concerned if there be a match there 
tomorrow.

JAPAN CURRENT CHANGED BY 
AN EARTHQUAKE. 


IT NOW FLOWS TO NORTHWEST 


Winters Are Mild and Pleasant and 
Marked by Rains. 


Bpecial to the Post-Mepatch. 

TACOMA, Wash., Feb. 7.—Sea captains 
lately arrived from the western coast of 
Alaska announce their belief that the Japan 
current has changed its course in the east- 
ern part of the Pacific ocean, and is now 
Funnina geveral hundred miles to the norta 
@nd east of its former channel, 

Capt. Wailace of the Aiaskan steamer 
Cottage City, is one of the most prominent 
Pacitic coast navigators. He is not only a 
practical seaman, but a deep student of 
ocean geography. Capt. Wallace confirms 
the statements regarding the Japan current 
which have been made during the winter by 
@ number of shipmasters who last summer 
end fall cruised along the Aleutian archi- 
pelago and further north. 

He agrees with them that a very careful 
gcientitic experiment, based on mathemati- 
cal calculations, shows conclusively that 
the trend of the Japan current has been 
radicaliy hanged. 

Since the fall of 1899 these mariners hold 
that this warm ocean current has been 
eweeping with constantly increasing 
gtrength toward the Aiaskan shore line. 

In the fall of 1899 the western coast of 
‘Alaska was shaken by a terrific earth- 
quake. Since that time Alaskas climate 
has been changing. It is believed thai the 
Japan current was ’turned eastward by a 
getupendous submarine upheavai,, which 
formed a new chain of submarine moun- 
tains, throwing the current against the 


e. 

At first it was cooled by sea level] glaciers, 
which accounts for the gradual change in 
temperature. The current has finaly re- 
#umed its warmth, and the whole Alaskan 
climate has become milder. Last summer 
the climate there was rainy and warm |ike 
Puget Sound, 1000 miles further south. The 
entire winter has been mild and rainy from 
Nome to Juneau.

DR. E. A. WALDO DISAPPEARED 
FROM NEW YORK IN 1896. 


FAMILY TRACED HIM IN VAIN 


He Has Just Written From San Fran- 
cisco and a*Brother Has 
Gone for Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—The family of the 
Rev. Edward A. Waldo believed dead when 
he mysteriously disappeared from the city 
in 1896. Now they have learned that he is 
in San Francisco, and his brother, George 
S. Waldo, has started to bring him back to 
the city. 

Thousands of dollars were spent by his 
family and friends in the fruitless search 


for him. Detectives traced him, after sevy- 
eral weeks, as far as a Mississippi river 
town where he was supposed to have 
boarded a boat for New Orleans, but there 
the clew ended, and he was never heard of 
again until yesterday, when his old father 
received a letter in New Haven, and in- 
formed the brother in this city. 

Realizing their probable fears of a joke 
he had taken the precaution to have the 
letter countersigned by a San Francisco 
minister, with whom he is temporarily stay- 
ing. 

Dr. Waldo left the headquarters of the 
New York University Settlement Society 
on the afternoon of July 18, 1896, and be- 


tween there and his home he disappeared. 

Once befere Dr. Waldo had a similar ex- 
perience. He labored in’ Chicago before 
coming to this city, and while doing mis- 
sion work there he disappeared. e had 
been ruising a large fund for the purpose 
of providing provisions for the poor of 
Chicago. Some weeks later Dr. Waldo was 
found wandering aimlessly about the streets 
of Tallahassee, Fla. It was three weeks be- 
fore he could tell his name.

SANFORD BUILDING DESTROYED 
AND ALMOST A PANIC ENSUED. 


ANOTHER FIRE AT SAME TIME 


Firemen Left to Go to the Other, When 
It Started Afresh and $80,000 
Loss Was the Result. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—Fire that destroyed 
the Sanford building, 88 Randolph street, 
early this morning, almost occasioned a 
panic among the tenants of the i2-story 


Trude building which adjoins the burned 
structure and among the employes of the 
cloak factory of Marshall Field & Co. 

The fire started in the paints and oils of 
the George Bb. Watson Co., which uccupied 
the first two floors and destroyed the stock 
of George F. Rosche & Co., pianos, which 
occupied the three upper ‘loors. So rapidly 
was the spread of the flames and so dense 
the smoke that occupants of the neighbor- 
ing buildings fled hurriedly to the street. 

In the Trude building several hundred 
pupils of the Chicago Business College 
marched outAn good order. One woman al- 
most suffocated, was carried out by fire- 
men, but soon revived. Several small ex- 
plosions among the Ppt in the fire frigh- 
tened spectators and several firemen were 
hurt by falling bricks. No serious accidents 
were reported. Th damage to the building 
and stock was about $60,000. 

Fire today also destroyed the five-story 
warehouse at 148 Michigan avenue. The 
fire broke out in the basement and first 
floor, and after an hour’s fight the firemen 
thought they had the flames subdued. A 
number of engines were called away to a 
fire at 38 Randolph street. 

Suadenly there was a slight explosion and 
the whole building was soon in flames, 
Losses were estimated as follows: Building, 
$20,000; millinery stock of Gage Bros. & Co., 
$40,000; stock of Central Union Telegraph 
Co., $29,000. This is the second time a build- 
ing at this place has been destroyed by
